He said they were trying to get an office or 
headquarters somewhere on Beale Street but did not elaborate. 

Informant stated the BOP group usually congregates 
on a second floor of the Minimum Salary Office. He stated 
one has to go up the stairs, turn right, go down a hall, 
make another right turn, and then en ter the first door to the
